Atlanta nnd the Fingal. .Six members of the Fihgal's crew 
were lost with the vessel. The Admiralty's announcement, 
which was made through the Government Press. Bureau, was 
as follows : "The steamers Atlanta and Fingal have been lor- 
pedoed and sunk. Six of the crew of the Fingal were lost." 


Both vessels were bf British registry. 
The Atlanta was 


sunk off Quiahturk island, in the Atlantic ocean, off tfye west 
coast of Ireland, Sunday. The Fingal was attacked and de- 
stroyed the following day in" the North Sea, off the coast of 
Northumberland. The attacks were made from widely dis- 
tant points, on-opposite aides of the British Isles, showing that 
the German submarine fleet is in operation in all British 
waters.

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' Twenty-one" rhembers of the Fingal's crew were landed to- 
day at North Shields. Six of their crew are missing. Aniong 
those lost is the chief mate and a stewardess. The Atlanta 
was a small vessel of 519 tons and the Fin gall a ship of 1562 
tons displacement.
